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Ornamental  Coniferous  Evergreens 

We  gladly  furnish  all  information  as  to  how  to  plant  and  care  for  Evergreens,  Shrubs,  Trees  and  Perennials.  Always 
protect  roots  with  damp  material  on  arrival,  to  keep  the  wind  and  siin  from  reaching  same.  Be  careful  in  watering,  as  many  a 
plant  is  killed  by  giving  too  much  water,  especially  perennials.  During  a  dry  period,  give  Evergreens,  Shrubs  and  Trees  a  thor¬ 
ough  soaking  once  a  week,  after  planting,  for  four  or  five  weeks  in  succession.  Let  nature  do  the  rest,  but  do  as  much  cultivating 
as  possible,  especially  the  day  after  rain  or  the  watering.  Do  not  water  perennials  as  long  as  your  soil  is  moist.  For  winter  pro¬ 
tection,  especially  newly  planted  evergreens  and  perennials,  it  is  advisable  to  use  straw  manure  or  salt  hay  as  a  ground  covering 
after  the  ground  freezes,  the  idea  being  to  prevent  frequent  thawing  and  freezing. 

In  comparing  prices  on  Evergreens,  the  height  alone  cannot  definitely  establish  their  values.  Example:  Two  plants  of 
the  same  variety  may  be  exactly  the  same  in  height,  but  in  width  and  compactness  one  may  greatly  exceed  the  other,  and  in 
consequence  have  a  greater  value.  When  making  comparisons  with  other  stock  in  the  market,  do  not  compare  prices  only. 
Bejsure  you  are  buying  the  best  strains  of  evergreens  and  other  plants,  true  to  name,  properly  transplanted  and  cultivated  in 
our  nursery  to  insure  a  good  root  system. 

ABIES.  Fir. 

Pyramidal  trees  of  extreme  hardiness,  often  attaining  great  height,  thriving  in  almost  any  exposed  situation.  They  are 
justly  ranked  among  the  most  ornamental  subjects  available  for  the  embellishment  of  landscape  or  lawn.  The  leaves  are  usually 
deep  green,  lustrous  above,  and  silver  white  beneath. 

veitchi  (Veitch  Fir).  Attractive,  slender  habit.  The  bright, 
shiny  green  foliage  is  marked  with  two  broad  bands  of 
white  beneath  so  that  the  swaying  of  the  branches  pro¬ 
duces  a  most  unusual  sight.  It  is  a  tree  of  Japanese  origin 
discovered  by  John  Veitch,  the  English  nurseryman,  in 
1860  in  the  Japanese  mountains.  While  it  is  considered 
hardy  in  the  northern  states,  somewhat  sheltered  posi¬ 
tions  are  recommended.  One  of  the  most  rapid-growing 
of  our  Firs.

JUNIPERUS.  Juniper. 

The  Junipers  form  one  of  the  most  important  groups  of 
evergreens  for  garden  and  lawn  planting.  The  arborescent 
forms  make  beautiful  specimens,  while  the  prostrate  varieties 
are  widely  used  as  a  ground  cover.  They  embrace  species  of 
great  hardiness  and  their  pyramidal  and  columnar  forms  are 
very  effective  in  formal  gardening,  giving  an  architectural 
emphasis  that  is  often  so  very  desirable.  In  our  cold  climate, 
these  are  about  the  only  plants  giving  this  “spiky”  effect  so 
much  admired  in  Italian  landscapes.

A  group  of  useful,  hardy  evergreens  of  varied  forms:  espe¬ 
cially  desirable  for  formal  gardening  as  they  can  easily  Ije 
clipped  to  any  shape  and  for  this  reason  are  almost  indis¬ 
pensable.  Their  clean,  neat,  compact  appearance  makes 
them  useful  in  grouping,  bedding,  bordering  and  formal 
gardening,  for  cemetery  and  lawn  specimens,  for  hedges, 
screens,  window  boxes,  vases  and  house  decorations,

EARLY  FLOWERING  CHRYSANTHEMUMS 

These  beautiful,  large-flowering  Chrysanthemums  are  quite  hardy, 
needing  just  a  little  dry  leaves  or  straw  to  keep  the  sun  from  injuring 
the  crowns  in  Winter.  Plant  them  in  a  rich,  well-drained  piece  of 
ground,  setting  the  plants  a  foot  apart  and  pinching  out  the  tops  once 
or  twice  during  the  Summer,  but  not  later  than  July  15.  They  will 
make  well  branched  plants  that  will  furnish  quantities  of  flowers  after 
Asters,  Dahlias  or  Cosmos  are  cut  down  by  frost.  The  following  varieties 
have  been  carefully  selected  and  are  best  suited  to  our  climate. 

To  secure  good  pot  plants  for  blooming  inside,  plants  should  be  taken 
up  and  potted  not  later  than  August  15,  placing  them  in  a  shady  place 
a  few  days  and  given  plenty  of  water  until  they  become  established.

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Danker’s  Superb  Hardy  Phlox 

Probably  the  most  satisfactorj'  of  all  perennials  is  the  Phlox,  and  a 
good  space  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the  garden  should  always  be  given 
to  these  plants. 

If  the  early  and  late  varieties  are  chosen,  and  the  heads  of  blooms 
are  cut  off  as  soon  as  the  blossoms  have  faded,  the  Phlox  should  blossom  from 
the  middle  of  June  until  ice  has  formed. 

The  ground  where  phlox  is  to  be  planted  should  be  trenched  fully  2 
feet  in  depth,  and  may  be  planted  in  the  Autumn,  from  the  1st  to  the 
15th  of  October,  so  that  it  may  become  well  rooted  before  Winter;  other¬ 
wise  it  should  be  set  out  as  soon  as  the  frost  leaves  the  ground  in  the  Spring, 
as  growth  begins  very  early. 

Whether  planted  in  Spring  or  Fall,  a  mulch  of  old  manure  thrown 
around  the  roots  will  be  of  benefit  to  the  plants. 

Phlox  should  be  set  out  18  inches  apart,  and  if  kept  well  watered  will 
produce  both  individual  blossoms  and  heads  of  bloom  far  larger  than 
otherwise,  and  amply  repay  the  extra  trouble. 

In  October,  after  three  seasons  of  flowering,  the  Phlox  should  be 
lifted,  the  ground  again  trenched  and  enriched,  the  plants  separated  into 
bunches  of  three  or  four  stalks  each,  and  then  reset. 

The  best  effects  to  be  had  with  phlox  are  produced  by  planting  masses 
of  each  color,  not  less  than  six  and  even  as  many  as  two  dozen  or  more 
plants  of  one  color  together.  For  example,  a  border  of  phlox  may  begin 
with  palest  pink  and  shading  up  to  dark  cherry,  then  pure  white  and  white 
with  a  red  eye,  and  more  white,  then  quantity  of  red  and  again  white  at 
the  end.  If  in  another  border  the  shades  of  purple  are  planted  with  oc¬ 
casional  bunches  of  white,  the  phlox  will  be  the  pride  of  the  garden.

tomers.  The  success  of  a  tree  depends  upon  its  management,  after  it  leaves  our  hands, 
and  over  its  planting  and  after  treatment  we  can  have  no  possible  control.  A  tree  may  be  killed  by  too  much  or 
too  little  water,  by  drought,  by  being  planted  too  deep  or  not  deep  enough,  or  by  having  its  naked  roots  exposed 
to  the  wind  or  sun;  evergreens  are  especially  endangered  by  this  last  treatment.  One  should  also  bear  in  mind 
that  a  tree  planted  in  the  Spring  may  show  no  life  until  Autumn,  or  even  fail  to  come  out  in  full  leaf  until  the  suc¬ 
ceeding  Spring.  We  have  often  had  trees  reported  as  lost  when  a  little  patience  on  the  part  of  the  owner  proved  that 
the  trees  were  really  alive.

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Suggestions  for  Planting  Evergreens,  Trees  or  Shrubs 

PREPARING  THE  HOLES 

Dig  the  holes  not  less  than  1  foot  wider  than  the  root  area  of  the  tree  it  is  to  hold,  and  from 
a  foot  to  2  feet  in  depth,  according  to  the  root  system.  If  the  soil  is  poor,  some  sods,  well  rotted 
manure,  old  compost  or  leafmold  should  be  added  and  worked  in  thoroughly.  If  the  soil  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  hole  is  a  stiff,  hard  clay,  shale,  or  a  gravelly  hardpan,  it  should  be  picked  and  broken  up 
to  the  depth  of  a  foot  or  more  and  Alphano  Humus  or  good  soil  mixed  with  it. 

SETTING  THE  TREE 

Before  setting  the  tree,  go  over  the  root  system  carefully  and  with  a  sharp  knife  or  pruning 
shears,  cut  off  all  the  broken  and  bruised  portions  of  the  roots.  This  does  not  apply  to  specimen 
evergreens  delivered  with  ball  of  earth,  which  should  not  be  disturbed.  The  soil  mark  on  the  bark 
of  the  tree  will  show  the  depth  at  which  it  stood  in  the  nursery;  take  good  care  when  placing  your 
tree  in  the  hole  that  it  comes  at  the  same  depth.  Do  not  plant  too  deep.  Spread  the  roots  out  natu¬ 
rally  so  that  they  may  not  be  twisted  or  crowded,  then  fill  in  gradually  with  fine  soil,  working  it  in 
between  the  roots,  so  that  no  unfilled  places  may  be  left.  Fill  the  soil  in,  layer  by  layer,  and  shake 
the  tree  while  doing  so,  to  assist  the  soil  to  work  in  between  the  roots.  Tamp  the  soil  down  carefully, 
but  firmly  after  each  layer  has  been  filled  in.  Continue  this  process  until  the  hole  is  filled  to  within 
about  2  inches  of  the  top,  then  the  remainder  of  the  soil  should  be  shoveled  in,  leveled  up  and  brought 
to  the  surface  without  tamping.  Do  not  hill  the  dirt  up  around  the  tree. 

In  dry  weather,  a  liberal  allowance  of  water  may  be  used  before  filling  in  the  last  soil  and  al¬ 
lowed  to  soak  away  gradually,  after  which  the  filling  may  be  done  as  described  above. 


MULCHING 


The  importance  of  mulching,  especially  in  dry  seasons,  should  not  be  overlooked,  its  object  being 
to  hold  moisture  about  the  roots  and  thus  aid  in  the  successful  growth  of  the  tree.  Spread  some 
coarse  manure  or  compost  over  the  surface  around  the  tree,  extending  a  little  beyond  the  line  of  the 
hole.  It  is  always  advisable  to  mulch  your  evergreens  in  the  Fall,  especially  those  newly  planted. 
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
